Nicholas Andrusky, 25-year-old 
laborer at a garage at 211 South 
Sixth street, confessed today he 
killed his fellow worker, Peter L.

After the Gold Hoarders. 


The first change that came from 
the Treasury Department today was 
the issuance by the Federal Re 
serve of instructions to member 
banks to compile lists of all those 
who have withdrawn gold from 
member banks during the last two 
years. This was a broadening of 
the instructions issued yesterday 
for Reserve Banks to send in the 
names of all persons who had 
withdrawn large amounts of gold 
from Feb. 1 to March 13. The 
banks of the country have kept a 
record of all persons withdrawing 
sizable sums of gold during the last 
two years. 

Just what action will be taken 
when the list is sent to Washington 
has not been announced, but it was 
pointed out that officials would be 
in a position to make public the 
names of persons they suspect of 
hoarding or secretly exporting 
large amounts of gold. A tax on 
withdrawals has been suggested. 


Such a list if compiled woult 
contain the names of all persons 
who withdrew gold 18 months ago 
when European withdrawals took 
$750,000,000 of gold out of the coun- 
try in about a month. 


It also would show where more 
than $200,000,000 in gold went dur- 
ing the month of February in ad- 
dition to the amount that was ear- 
marked for export to foreign coun- 
tries. 

After the Emergency.

Aldrich, who is chairman of the 
Chase affiliate as well as head of 
the bank, issued the following state- 
ment: 

“I heartily commend the action 
of the National City Bank in taking 
steps to divorce its security affili- 
ate, the National City Co. It is 
impossible to consider the events 
which took place during the past 
10 years without being forced to 
the conclusion that intimate con- 

tection between commercial bank- 
ing and investment banking almost 
inevitably leads to abuses.” 
What Aldrich - Proposes. 

The Glass banking bill would en- 
force the separation of banks and 
security affiliates over a period of 
years. The additional regulations 
suggested by Aldrich include: 

“1. No corporation or partnership 


forded by the message of President 
Roosevelt to Congress, there was 
the prospect that they would re- 
sume business tomorrow with scrip 
instead of currency. 

The scrip was being printed to- 
day and while its use in St. Louis 
has not been specifically author- 
ized by Secretary of the Treasury 
Woodin, the opinion was expressed 
that nothing in his orders prohibit- 
led its use.

There would be no restriction on 
the amount of scrip a bank might 
issue, hence no need for restric- 
tions on withdrawals which might 
be made in that medium. 

Banks issuing scrip would se- 
quester none of their assets as col- 
lateral for it, and for that reason, 
bankers thought, the scrip would 
circulate freely and not be hoard- 
ed as currency has been. 
Although Secretary Woodin last 
night prohibited the scrip plan in 
New York, bankers here pointed to 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles as 
examples of cities which have met 
with no interference in their plans 
to issue scrip tomorrow. 

The New York scrip plan was 
forbidden, one banker thought, be- 
cause the proposal there was to 
issue scrip secured by collateral 
deposited with a State corporation. 
This, he pointed out, might be con- 
sidered tantamount to State cur- 
rency, prohibited by the Federal 
Constitution. 


Plans for such a project, intended 
to aid the employment situation and 
provide for a long-range public 
works program, were outlined by 
Roosevelt several weeks ago at 
Warm Springs, Ga. 

The bill was referred to the Agri- 
cultural Committee. 

In addition to providing for Gov- 
ernmental production of power and 
fertilizer at Muscle Shoals, the bill 
would empower President Roosevelt 
to make a survey of the Tennessee 
Valley covering several states. 

“The President shall, from time to 
time, as the work provided for pro- 
gresses,” says the bill, “recommend 
to Congress such legislation as he 
deems proper for the purpose of 
bringing about in said Tennessee 
Valley: 

1. The maximum amount of flood 
control. 

2. The maximum development of 
said Tennessee River for navigation 
purposes. 

3. The maximum generation of 
electric piwer, consistent with flood 
control and navigation. 

4. The proper use of marginal 
lands. 

5. The proper method of refores- 
tation of all lands in said valley, 
suitable for reforestation. 

6. The most practical method of 
improving agricultural conditions 
in said valley.” 

A total of $10,000,000 would be 
made available immediately, in- 
cluding $2,000,000 for beginning 
Cove Creek Dam in Tennessee this 
year. Additional power units would 
be constructed at Dam No. 2 already 
built.

UES OF RABES 
INE ST.LOUIS 


Bernard Linnemann, 54, 
Bitten by Dog Hour Be- 
fore His Friend, E. W. 
Lundy, on Jan. 26. 


Bernard Linnemann, a 54-year- 
old railroad worker, died last night 
at St. Mary's Hospital in East St. 
Louis of rabies suffered after being 
bitten by a stray dog Jan. 26, about 
an hour before his friend, Edward 
W. Lundy, a switchman, was bitten 
fatally by an animal of the same 
description. 

Linnemann, who did not take the 
Pasteur treatment until seven days 
after the dog, a gray German shep- 
herd, rushed at him in the early 
morning darkness as he was leav- 
ing his yard, at 5400 Market street, 


on the outskirts of East St. Louis, 
to go to work, became ill last Sun- 
day and was removed to the hos- 
pital Tuesday. 

As he emerged from his house, 
flashlight in his right hand, he 
saw a skulking figure. As he threw 
the beam on it, the dog charged 
into the light, inflicting two deep 
bites on the back of his hand. 
Then it ran away. After a vain 
search through the neighborhood 
for the animal, Linnemann had his 
wound cauterized. 

Switchman Bitten Hour Later. 

About an hour after the dog at- 
tacked Linnemann, Edward Lundy 
was bending over, coupling cars, in 
the Illinois Central yards, about a 
mile away. Glancing up he saw a 
gray, collarless dog, apparently 
mad, rushing towards him. Before 
he could get to his feet the dog 
jumped at him, bffing him about 
the mouth. It then ran away. The 
switchman had the bite cauterized 
but refused to take the Pasteur 
1 He died of rabies Feb. 


Dr. M. Earl Brennan, East St. 
Louis city bacteriologist, said he 
doubted whether the mad shepherd 
dog, commonly called a police dog, 
still is alive, since the life of a dog 
after contracting rabies usually is 
limited to 11 days. There is no way 
of determining whether the animal 
has bitten other dogs, inoculating 
them with the disease. 

25 Dogs With Rabies Killed. 

During the last six months about 
2 dogs destroyed in East St. Louis 
have been found to have been suf- 
fering from rabies. Some of them 
were killed after they had attacked 
other dogs and their heads for- 
warded to State bacteriologists for 
examination. 

Linnemann, who was employed 
by the Mobile & Ohio Railroad as 
an air man, repairing automatic 
brakes on cars, is survived by his 
widow, five children, two brothers 
and two sisters. 

The only recent death in St. Louis 
ascribed to rabies occurred last 
Friday when William, four-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Arvie Fergu- 
son, 409 St. George street, suct 
cumbed at City Hospital after be- 
ing bitten by a stray dog Jan 29. 
The boy, who was bitten on the 
upper lip by a small brown dog as 
he was playing in his yard, received 


emergency aid but not the Pasteur 
treatment. 


Prompt Treatment Effective. 

Health Commissioner Starkioff 
issued a statement the next day, 
announcing the Pasteur treatment 
was so effective that the depart- 
ment had not lost 2 case where it 
was taken promptly.

URTHOUSE 
PASSES BEER BIL 
BY 11310 12V01

JEFFERSON CITY, March 9.— 
The Brogan-Roberts 3.2 per cent 
beer bill was finally passed by the 
House this afternoon, with an 
emergency clause, by a vote of 113 
to 12. 

The emergency clause, will make 


the bill effective immediately on 
signature by the Governor. How- 
ever the provisions of the bill au- 
thorizing the manufacture and 
sale of beer containing 3.2 per cent 


alcohol, by weight, cannot become 


operative until Congress modifies 
the Volstead Act. 

The bill had been made a caucus 
measure by the Democratic major- 
ity in a caucus held before the bill 
was called up for passage. Apply- 
ing of the caucus rule bound all 
the 138 Democratic members to 
votc for amendments which had 
been adopted by the Senate in 
passing the bill earlier this week 
and to vote for the bill and for 
the emergency clause. 

Amended by Senate. 

Some of the majority members 
were absent and others did not 
vote, or retired to the cloak rooms 
when the roll was called. The vote 
on concurrence in the Senate 
amendments was 111 to 10. 

The bill was passed by the House 
earlier in the session, without an 
emergency clause, but was amend- 
ed by the Senate to hasten the ef- 
fective date. After the bill was 
amended by the Senate, in pas- 
sage of it, the measure had to be 
returned to the House for con- 
currence in the Senate amend- 
ments and to repass the bill as 
amended. 

Without an emergency clause the 
bill, if approved by the Governor, 
would not become effective -until 
90 days after the Legislature ad- 
journs. Proponents of the bill had 
stated they desired the emergency 
clause to permit manufacturers and 
others to be prepared for the legal- 
ized manufacture and sale of beer 
in Missouri as soon as Congress 
modifies the Volstead Act.

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TEXT OF THE ADMINISTRATION 


Measure Provides for Increase 
In Currency, Control Over Gold, 
Supervision in Reorganizations 


Under It Individuals Could Borrow From Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks on Security of Govern- 
ment Obligations—Hoarding Penalized. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Fol- 
lowing is the text of the adminis- 
tration’s emergency banking legis- 
lation taken up in Congress. today: 

A bill to provide relief in the 
existing national emergency in 
banking, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, that the Congress 
hereby declares that a serious 
emergency exists and that it is im- 
peratively necessary speedily to put 
irito effect remedies of uniform na- 
tional application. 

Title I. 

Section 1. The actions, regula- 
tions, rules, licenses, order and 
proclamations heretofore or here- 
after taken, promulgated, made 
or issued by the President of 
the United States or the Secretary 
of the Treasury since March 4, 1933, 
pursuant to the authority con- 
ferred by subdivision (B) of sec- 
tion 5 of the act of Oct. 6, 1917, as 
amended, are hereby approved and 
confirmed. 

Section 2. Subdivision (B) of 
section 5 of the act of Oct. 6, 1917 
(40 Stat. L. 411), as amended, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“(B) During time of war or dur- 
ing any other period of national 
emergency de-lared by the Presi- 
dent, the President may, through 
any agency that he may designate, 
or otherwise, investigate, regulate 
or prohibit, under such rules and 
regulations as he may prescribe, by 
means of licenses or otherwise, any 
transactions in foreign exchange, 
transfers of credit between banking 
institutions as defined by the Presi- 
dent, and export, hoarding, melting 
or earmarking of gold or silver 
coin or bullion or currency, by any 
person within the United States or 
any place subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof; and the President may re- 
quire any person engaged in any 
transaction referred to in this sub- 
division to furnish under oath, 
complete information relative there- 
to, including the production of any 
books of account, contracts, letters 
or other papers, in connection 
therewith in the custody or control 
of such person, either before or 
after such transaction is completed. 
Whoever willfully violates any of 
the provisions of this subdivision or 
of any license, order, rule or regu- 
lation issued thereunder, shall, upon 
conviction, be fined not more than 
$10,000, or, if a natural person, be 
imprisoned for not more than 10 
years, or both; and any officer, 
director or agent of any corpora- 
tion who knowingly participates in 
such violation shall be punished by 
a like fine, imprisonment, or both. 
As used in this subdivision the 
term “person” means an individual 
partnership, association or corpora- 
tion.” 

“Section 3. Section IL of the 
Federal Reserve act is amended by 
adding at the end there of the fol- 
lowing new subsection: 

“(N) Whenever in the judgment 
of the Secretary of the Treasury 
such action is necessary to protect 
the gold currency system of the 
United States, the Federal Reserve 
Board, in its discretion and upon 
the affirmative vote of five of its 
members, may require any and all 
member banks to pay and deliver 
to the Treasurer of the United 
States any or all gold coin, gold 
bullion, and gold certificates owned 
by such member bank or banks. 
Upon receipt of such gold coin, gold 
bullion of gold certificates, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank shall, at the 
option of the member hank, pay 
therefor an equivalent amount of 
any other form of coin or currency 
coined or issued under the laws of 
the United States or give the mem- 
ber bank immediate credit therefor 
in its reserve balance. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall pay all 
costs of the transportation of such 
gold bullion, gold certificates, coin, 
or currency, including the cost of 
insurance, protection, and such oth- 
er incidental costs as may be rea- 
sonably necessary. Any member 
bank failing to comply with any ro- 
quirement of the Secretary of the 
Treasury made under this subsec- 
tion shall be subject to a penalty 
equal to twice the value of the gold 
or gold certificates in respect of 
which such failure occurred, and

suit or otherwise.” 1 

Section 4. In order to provide 
for the safer and more effective op- 
eration of the national banking 
system and the Federal Reserve 
System, to preserve for the peo- 
ple the full benefits of the curren- 
cy provided for by the Congress 
through the national banking sys- 
tem and the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, and to relieve interstate com- 
merce of the burdens and obstruc- 
tions resulting from the receipt on 
an unsound or unsafe basis of de- 
= — — to withdrawal by 
check, during such emergency pe- 
riod as the President of the United 
States by may pre 
scribe. No member bank of the 
Federal Reserve System shall 
transact any business ex- 


cept to such extent and subject to 
such | lim

“Bank Conservation.” 

Title II. ; 

Section 201. This title may be 
cited as the “bank conservation 
act.” ; 

Section 202. As used in this title, 
the term “bank” means (1) any 
national banking association, (2) 
any bank or trust company located 
in the District of Columbia and op- 
erating under the supervision of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, and 
the term “state” means any state, 
territory or possession of the United 
States and the Canal Zone. 

Section 203. Whenever he shall 
deem it necessary in order to con- 
serve the assets of any bank for 
the benefit of the depositors and 
other creditors thereof, the Comp- 
troller of the Currency may ap- 
point a conservator for such bank 
and require of him such bond and 
security as the Comptroller of the 
Currency deems proper. The con- 
servator, under the direction of the 
Comptroller, shall take possession 
of the books, records and assets of 
every description of such bank, and 
take such action as may be neces- 
sary to conserve the assets of such 
bank pending further disposition 
of its business as provided by law. 
Such conservator shall have all the 
rights, powers and privileges now 
possessed by or hereafter given re- 
ceivers of insolvent national banks 
and shall be subject to the obliga- 
tions and penalties, not inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this title, 
to which receivers are now or may 
hereafter become subject. During 
the time that such conservator re- 
mains in possession of such bank, 
the rights of all parties with re- 
spect thereto shall, subject to the 
other provisions of this title, be the 
same as if a receiver had been ap- 
pointed therefor. All expenses of 
any such conservatorship shall be 
paid out of the assets of such bank 
and shall be a lien thereon which 
shall be prior to any other lien pro- 
vided by this act or otherwise. The 
conservator shall receive as salary 
an amount no greater than that 
paid to employes of the Federal 
Government for similar services. 

Section 204. The Comptroller of 
the Currency shall cause to be made 
such examinations of the affairs 
of such bank as shall be necessary 
to inform him as to the financial 
condition of such bank, and the ex- 
aminer shall make a report there- 
on to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency at the earliest practicable 
date. 

Section 205. If the Comptroller 
of the Currency becomes satisfied 
that it may safely be done and 
that it would be in the public in- 
terest he may, in his discretion, 
terminate the conservatorship and 
permit such bank to resume the 
transaction of its business subject 
to such terms, conditions, restric- 
tions and limitations as he may 
prescribe. 

In Hands of Conservator. ° 

Section 206. While such bank is 
in the hands of the conservator ap- 
pointed by the Comptroller of the 
Currency, the Comptroller may re- 
quire the conservator to set aside 
and make available for withdrawal 
by depositors and payment to oth- 
er creditors, on a ratable basis, 
such amounts as in the opinion of 
the Comptroller may safely be used 
for this purpose; and the Comp- 
troller may, in his discretion, per- 
mit the conservator ta receive de- 
posits, but deposits received while 
the bank is in the hands of the 
conservator shall not be subject to 
any limitation as to payment or 
withdrawal, and such deposits 
shall not be used to liquidate any 
indebtedness of such bank exist- 
ing at the time that a conserva- 
tor was appointed for it, or any 
subsequent indebtedness incurred 
for the purpose of liquidating any 
indebtedness of such bank exist- 
ing at the time such conservator 
was appointed. Such deposits re- 
ceived while the bank is in the 
hands of the conservator shall be 
kept on hand in cash, invested in 
the direct obligations of the United 
States, or deposited with a Federal 
Reserve bank. 

The Federal Reserve banks are 
hereby authorized to open and 
maintain separate deposit accounts 
for such purpose, or for the pur- 
pose of receiving deposits from 
state officials in charge of state 
banks under similar circumstances. 

In on Oases. 

Section 207. In any reorganiza- 
tion of any national banking as- 
sociation under a plar f a kind 
which, under existing requires 
the consent, as the case y be, (a)

be satisfied in full under the pro- 
visions of the plan of reorganiza- 
tion shall not be included among 
the total deposits and other liabil- 
ities of the National Banking Asso- 
ciation in determining the 75 per 
cent thereof as above provided. 
Reorganization Effective. 

When such reorganization be- 
comes effective, all b.oks, records 
and assets of the National Bank- 
ing Association shall be disposed 
of in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the plan and the affairs 
of the National Banking Associa- 
tion shall be conducted by its board 
of directors in the manner provided 
by the plan and under the condi- 
tions, restrictions and limitations 
which may have been prescribed 
by the Comptroller of the Currency. 
In any reorganization which shall 
have been approved and shall have 
become effective as provided here- 
in, all depositors and other cred- 
itors and stockholders of such Na- 
tional Banking Association, wheth- 
er or not they shall have consented 
to such plan of reorganization, 
shall be fully and in all respects 
subject to and bound by its provi- 
sions, and claims of all depositors 
and other creditors shall be treat- 
ed as if they had consented to such 
plan of reorganization. 

Segregation of Deposits. 

Section 208. After 15 days after 
the affairs of a bank shall have 
been turned back to its board of 
directors by the conservator, either 
with or without a reorganization 
as provided in section 207 hereof, 
the provisions of section 206 of this 
title with respect to the segregation 
of deposits received while it is in 
the hands of the conservator and 
with respect to the use of such de- 
posits to liquidate the indebtedness 
of such bank shall no longer be 
effective; provided, that before the 
conservator shall turn back the 
affairs of the bank to its board of 
directors he shall cause to be pub- 
lished in a newspaper published in 
the city, town or county in which 
such bank is located, and if no 
newspaper is published in such city, 
town or county, in a newspaper to 
be selected by the Comptrolier of 
the Currency published in the state 
in which the bank is located, a no- 
tice in form approved by the Comp- 
troller, stating the date on which 
the affairs of the bank will be re- 
turned to its board of directors and 
that the said provisions of section 
206 will not be effective after 15 
days after such date; and on the 
date of the publication of such no- 
tice the conservator shall immedi- 
ately send to every person who is a 
depositor in such bank under sec- 
tion 206 a copy of such notice by 
registered mail addressed to the 
last known address of such person 
as shown by the records of the 
bank, and the conservator shall 
send similar notice in like manner 
to every person making deposit in 
such bank under section 206 afte: 
the date of such newspaper publi- 
cation and before the time when 
the affairs of the bank are re- 
turned to its directors. 

Section 209. Conservators ap- 
pointed pursuant to the provisions 
of this title shall be subject to the 
provisions of and to the penalties 
prescribed by Section 5209 of the 
Revised Statutes (U. S. C., Title 12, 
Sec. 592); and Sections 112, 113, 114, 
115, 116 and 117 of the criminal code 
of the United States (U. S. C., Title 
18, Secs. 202, 203, 204, 205, 206 and 
207), in so far as applicable, are 
extended to apply to contracts, 
agreements, proceedings, dealings, 
claims and controversies by or with 
any such conservator or the Comp- 
troller of the Currency under the 
provisions of this title. 

Powers Are Reserved. 

Section 210. Nothing in this title 
shall be construed to impair in any 
manner any powers of the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Comptroller of the Currency, or 
the Federal Reserve Board. 

Section 211. The Comptroller of 
the Currency is hereby authorized 
and empowered, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, to 
prescribe such rules and regula- 
tions as he may deem necessary in 
order to carry out he provisions 
of this title. Whoever violates any 
rule or regulation made pursuant 
to this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be fined 
not more than $5000, or imprisoned 
not more than one year, or both. 

TITLE III. 

Section 301. Notwithstanding any 
other provision of law, any national 
banking association may, with the 
approval of the Comptroller of the 
Currency and by vote of sharehold- 
ers owning a majority of the stock 
of such association, upon not less 
than five days’ notice, given by 
registered mail pursuant to action 
taken by its board of directors, is- 
sue preferred stock in such amount 
and with such par value as shall be 
approved by said Comptroller, and 
make such amendments to its arti- 
cles of association as be neces- 
sary for this purpose; in the 
case of any newly o na- 
ti banking association which 


yet issued common stock, 
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such stock shall be subject to re- 
tirement in such manner and cn 
such terms and conditions, as may 
be provided in the articles of asso- 
ciation with the approval of the 
Comptroller of Currency. 

(b) No dividends shall be declared 
or paid on common stock until the 
cumulative dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock shall have been paid 
in full; and, if the association is 
placed in voluntary liquidation or a 
conservator or a receiver is ap- 
pointed therefor, no payments shall 
be made to the holders of the com- 
mon stock until the holders of the 
preferredgstock shall have been 
paid in full the par value of such 
stock plus all accumulated divi- 


stock” as used in his title means 
stock of national banking associa- 
tions other than the preferred stock 
issued under the provisions of this 
title. .The term “capital” as used 
in provisions of law relating to the 
capital of national banking associa- 
tions shall mean the amount of un- 
impaired common stock plus - the 
amount of preferred stock out- 
standing and unimpaired; and the 
term “capital stock,” as used in Sec- 
tion 12 of the act of March 15, 1900, 
shall mean only the amount of 
common stock outstanding. 

Section 304. If in ‘he opinion of 
the Secretary of the Treasury any 
national banking association or 
any state bank or trust company is 
in needs of funds for capital pur- 
poses either in connection with the 
organization or reorganization of 
such association or any state bank 
or trust company or otherwise, he 
may, with the approval of the 


President, request the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to sub- 
ecribe for preferred stock in such 
bank, association, state bank or 
trust company or to make loans se- 
cured by such stock or collateral, 
and the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation shall subscribe and pay 
for such stock in accordance with 
such request. The Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation may, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and under such rules and 
regulations as he may prescribe, 
sell in the open market or other- 
wise the whole or any part of the 
preferred stock of any national 
banking association, state bank or 
trust company acquired by the 
corporation pursuant to this sec- 
tion. The amount of notes, bonds, 
debentures and other such obliga- 
tions which the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation is authorized 
and empowered to issue and to have 
outstanding at any one time under 
existing law‘is hereby increased by 
an amount sufficient to carry out 
the provisions of this section. 
the Currency. 
IV 


Section 401. The sixth paragraph 
of section 18 of the Federal Reserve 
act is amended to read as follows: 

“Upon the deposit with the Treas- 
urer of the United States (a) 
of any direct obligations of 
the United States or (b) of any 
notes, drafts, bills of exchange, or 
bankers’ acceptances acquired un- 
der the provisions of this act, any 
Federal Reserve Bank making such 
deposit in the manner prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, shall 
be entitled to receive from the 
Comptroller of the Currency circu- 
lating notes in blank, duly register- 
ed and countersigned. When such 
circulating notes are issued against 
the security of obligations of the 
United States, the amount of such 
circulating notes shall be equal to 
the face value of the direct obliga- 
tions of the United States so de- 
posited as security; and, when is- 
sued against the security of notes, 
drafts, bills of exchange and bank- 
ers’ acceptances acquired under the 
provisions of this act, the amount 
thereof shall be equal to not more 
than 90 per cent of the estimated 
value of such notes, drafts, bills of 
exchange and bankers’ acceptances 
to be deposited as security. Such 
notes shall be the obligations of the 
Federal Reserve Bank procuring the 
same, shall be in form prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
shall be receivable at par in all 


parts of the United States for the 
same purposes as are national bank 
notes, and shall be redeemable in 
lawful money of the United States 
on presentation at the United States 
Treasury or at the bank of issue. 
The Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized and empowered to pre- 
scribe regulations governing the is- 
suance, redemption, replacement, 
retirement and destruction of such 
circulating notes and the release 
and substitution of security there- 
for. Such circulating notes shall be 
subject to the same tax as is pro- 
vided by law for the circulating 
notes of national banks secured by 
two per cent bonds of the United 
States. No such circulating notes 
shall be issued under this para- 
graph after the President has de- 
clared by proclamation that the 
emergency recognized by the Presi- 
dent by proclamation of March 6, 
1933, has terminated, unless such 
circulating notes are secured by 
deposits of bonds of the United 
States bearing the circulation privi- 
lege. When required to do so by the 
Secretary of Treasury, each Feder- 
al Reserve Agent shall act as agent 
of the Treasurer of the United 
States or of the Comptroller of the 
Currency, or both, for the perform- 
ance of any of the functions which 
the Treasurer or the Coomptroller 
may be called upon to perform in 
carrying out the provisions of this 
paragraph. Appropriations available 
for distinctive paper and. printing 
United States currency or national 
bank currency are hereby made 
available for the production of the 
circulating notes of Federal Re- 
serve Banks herein provided; but 
the United States shall be reim- 
bursed by the Federal Reserve 
Bank to which such notes are is- 
sued for all expenses necessarily in- 
curred in connection with the pro- 
curing of such notes and all other 
expenses incidental to their issue, 
redemption, replacement, retire- 
ment and destruction.” 


Loans to Member Banks. 


Section 402. Section 10 (B) of the 
Federal Reserve act, as amended, is 
further amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 10 (B). In exceptional and 
exigent circumstances, and when 
any member bank has no further 
eligible and acceptable assets avail- 
able to enable it to obtain adequate 
credit accommodations through re- 
discounting at the Federal Reserve 
Bank or any other method provid- 
ed by this act other than that pro- 
vided by Section 10 (A), any Fed- 
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thereof the following new para- 
graph: 

“Subject to such limitations, re- 
strictions and regulations as the 
Federal Reserve Board may pre- 
scribe, any Federal Reserve bank 
may make adVances to any individ- 
val, partnerhsip or corporation on 
the promissory notes of such indi- 
vidual, partnership or corporation 
secured by direct obligations of the 
United States. Such advances shall 
be made for periods not exceeding 
90 days and shall bear interest at 
rates fixed from time to time by 
the Federal Reserve Bank, subject 
to the review and determination of 
the Federal. Reserve Board.” 


TITLE V. 

Sec. 501. There is hereby appro- 
priated, out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriat- 
ed, the sum of $2,000,000, ~which shall 
be available for expenditure, under 
the direction of the President and 
in his discretion, for any purpose 
in connection with the carrying out 
of this act. 


Sec. 502. The right to alter, 
amend, or repeal this act is hereby 
expressly reserved. If any provi- 
sion of this act, or the application 
thereof to any person or circum- 
stances, is held invalid, the remain- 
der of the act, and the application 
of such provision to other persons 
or circumstances, shall not be af- 
fected thereby.

TRAILED THROUGH 
AUTO LICENSE TAG 


Arrested by University Po- 
lice Who Recognized Sto- 
len Auto—They Met at 
Sunday School. 


An hour and a half after the rob- 
bery of a drug store delivery boy 
last night, University City police 
arrested two youtr~ one a St. Louis 
University student, who subse- 
quently were identified as the hold- 
up men. 

The two are Williams Wells, 20 
years old, a freshman in the School 
of Commerce and Finance at the 
University and a night student at 
Soldan High School, and James 
Elrod, 19, unemployed.

avenue. The officers had heard the 
license number and a description 
of the robbers broadcast over the 
police radio. 

Elrod was arrested near the auto- 
mobile, soon after he had thrown 
away a revolver. Wells was found 
inside the house. They readily ad- 
mitted the holdup, as well as rob- 
bery of another delivery boy Mon- 
day night and burglary of a Uni- 


~ versity City home Tuesday. 


Wells said he and Elrod had be- 
come acquainted at Sunday school 
at a Union boulevard church sev- 
eral years ago and had discussed 
holdups while attending a class at 
the church last Sunday. “Elrod said 
he needed money and clothes bad- 
ly,” Wells said. “I needed money, 
too. My father gave me all the 
clothes and food I needed but hard- 
ly any money.” 

The two confessed they robbed 
a delivery boy for a drug store at

NEW U. S. POCKET BATTLESHIP 
LAUNCHED AT MARE ISLAND 


10,000-Ton Cruiser San Francisco 
Has Quarters for Four Planes, 
Eight Anti-Aircraft Guns. 
By the Associated Press. 

MARE ISLAND, Cal., March 9.— 
The United States Navy's 10,000- 
ton cruiser Jan Francisco will be 
sent down the ways in a launching 
ceremony here today. Miss Barbara 
Bailly, the daughter of Lieutenant- 
Colonel T. Edward Bailly, U. S. A. 
Medical Corps, broke a bottle of 
California mountain water on the 
side of the ship. 

Termed a “pocket battleship” by 
naval authorities, the new cruiser is 
the fifteenth vessel of its class to 
be built by the United States under 
the 1922 Washington treaty limita- 
tions. 

Airplane catapults, quarters for 
four fighting planes and eight five- 
inch anti-aircraft guns will equip 
the cruiser for aerial combat. Nine 
eight-inch guns in triple turrets 
will form the main battery on the 
trim ship, designed to cut the 
water at 32.5 knots. Protection of 
personnel was an important item 
in construction plans. The side and 
deck armor, navy officer said, will 
withstand eight-inch shells at battle 
range.

which would bar any merchant in 
Missouri from using. trading 
stamps, discount coupons or any 
similar device as a means of in- 
ducing trade, was decisively defeat- 
in the House late yesterday, after 
bitter debate. 

The bill was defeated for pas- 
sage by a vote of 83 ayes and 83 
noes. 

House members prevented a 
threatened physical encounter be- 
tween Representative Hess of St. 
Louis, a proponent of the bill, and 
Representative Christy of Jeffer- 
son County, who was fighting it, 

After Hess had charged state- 
ments by Christy were “lies.” 

Christy attacked the bill as an 
“insidious and wicked bill,” and de- 
clared statements of proponents 
that it would not affect all mer- 
chants were untrue. 

Hess attempted to interrupt 
Christy to interrogate him. 

“T don't want to be interrogated 
by you,” Christy replied to Hess. 
“Gentlemen of the House, this is 
the man who just awhile ago, in 
the corridor outside, told me that 
if I fought this bill they would de- 
feat every bill I have in this Legis- 
lature.” 

“Tie” Is Called. 
“Tt’s a lie, it’s a lie,” Hess shout- 


Christy and Hess advanced to- 
ward each other but were separat- 
ed by other members when they 
met at the head of an aisle. 

After some further argument 
they shook hands and Hess, gain- 
ing tion from the Speaker, 
said, “I apologize for calling him a 
liar.” 

Charges that the bill was in the 
interest of St. Louis Public Service 
Co. to prevent by law the sale of 
four street car tokens for 35 cents, 
and that it was being backed by 
representatives of a St. Louis de- 
partment store, were made by Rep- 
resentative Eugene M. Munger. of 
Scott County. 

“I don’t give a tinker’s dam about 
the numerous gentlemen who have 
been lobbying for this bill on the 
floor of the House in violation of 
our rules, nor what they have told 
you about its purposes,” Munger 
said. “The real bug under the chip” 
is the St. Louis Public Service Co. 

Names Street Car Company. 

“The St. Louis Public Service Co. 
was authorized by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission to 
charge a 10-cent cash street car 
fare in St. Louis,” Munger said. 
“Later they came to the commis- 
sion and asked permission to sell 
four tokens for 35 cents, to stimu- 
late car riding. Revenues have 
been falling off. If this bill is 
passed, it would prevent the sale of 
tokens, the company could go back 
to the straight 10-cent car fare, and 
would have this law as their rea- 
son for doing so.” 

Numerous other House members 
attacked the bill. Representative 
Buckley of Pemiscot County, said 
“the author of the bill is a friend 
of mine, and if I did not know him 
so well, I would say this bill is the 
biggest sandbagger ever introduced 
in the House.” 

Representative Bennett of Dent 
County said it was a “vicious bill,” 
which would injure independent 
merchants in attempting to strike 
at trading stamps. 

Only Two Defenders. 

Representative Roberts of St. Fran- 
cois County, who introduced the 
bill, and Representative Keating of 
Kansas City, were virtually the only 
defenders of the bill on the floor 
Roberts said it did not affect in- 
dependent merchants and aserted 
the trading stamps did not actually 
provide the discount benefits rep- 
resented for them. ‘ 

Roberts denied the bill had any 
connection with the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. and said he had not 
talked to an official of that com- 
pany for three years. On inquiry, 
Roberts said he was employed as a 
claim agent by the street railway 
about five years ago.

VOTERS NOT TO 
EK ‘UNKNOWNS 


—Cites High “Fiscal 
Standing” Here. 


President Neun of the Board of 
Aidermen, candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Mayor, deliv- 
ered the last of nine planks in his 
platform, on the subject of “con- 
structive leadership,” over radio 
station WIL last night. 

“In these troublesome times,” he 
said, “we cannot afford to place the 
future destiny of our city in the 
hands of an’ unknown quantity. 
Conditions demand that the reins 
of government be entrusted te expe- 
rienced leadership. Vague promises 
of a new deal are meaningless. They 
may even mean an upheaval in the 
sound policies which have given St. 
Louis its reputation for financial 
stability. They may even mean 
that certain interests in Kansas 
City, which have fastened their hold 
on that city and on the State Gov- 
ernment, will now. fasten on St. 
Louis and dictate how our munict 
pal affairs shall be run.” 

This was an implied reference to 
the Democratic machine of Boss 
Tom Pendergast of Kansas City. 

Neun reviewed his stand on mu- 
nieipal problems and repeated facts 
about the city’s high fiscal stand- 
ing. A beacon of civic purpose is 
needed to guide the people in times 
like the present, Neun declared, 
recommending the ideal of the an- 
cient Athenian oath of citizenship. 

‘Asks Two to Withdraw. 

Charles J. Baker, real estate 
salesman, one of the five candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Mayor, called on two of 
his opponents, Oscar Stein, grocer, 
and O. H. Brooks Jr., real estate 


*iappraiser, to withdraw, in a talk 


over radio station KMOX last 
night. He referred to them as mi- 
nor candidates, whose views large- 
ly harmonized with his, and said 
they should not split the vote three 
ways. Baker asserted he would 
get 35,000 votes and that the votes 
Stein and Brooks might draw 
would help him win the nomina- 
tion. 

There is no difference between 
the Republican and Democratic 
cit, committees, Baker asserted, 
calling them “just two groups of 
spoilsmen quarreling over the privi- 
lege of plundering our city for the 
next four years.” Most of the 
Democrats now in office have lived 
off the Democratic party for years, 
Baker declared. 

Dickmann alks to Veterans. 
Bernard F. Dickmann, president 
of the Real Estate Exchange, can- 
didate for the Democratic mayor- 
alty nomination, likened the Mayor 
to the head of a great corporation, 
before a war veterans’ meeting last 
night at Rock Springs Turner Hall, 
4248 Chouteau avenue.

1933 BRITISH NAVY OUTLAY 
$183,745, 100, AN INCREASE 


Estimates Are $10,611,391 Higher 

Than Last Year’s Costs; $7,- 

000,000 for New Ships. 

LONDON, March 9.—British 
Navy estimates for 1933, announced 
today, provide for a total outlay of 
£53,570,000 ($183,745,100), an in- 
crease of $10,611,391 over last year 
Of this increase, about $7,000,000 is 
required to make normal progress 
with new construction. 

The new construction program 
for 1933 provides for four cruisers 
—probably one Leander type and 
three Arethusas—one leader and 
eight other destroyers, three sub- 
marines, three sloops, one convoy 
sloop, one coastal sloop and small 
craft. 

The cruisers constitute the fourth 
and final installment of the replace- 
ment program due for completion 
in 1936 under terms of the London 
naval treaty. The numt-r of de- 
stroyers and submarines are the 
same as in previous building pro- 
grams since the treaty became ef- 
fective. The number of officers, 
seamen, boys and royal marines 
provided for vader the new esti- 
mates is 90.300, a decrease of 1110. 

The navy statement said that all 
submarines are now equipped with 
Davis submerged escape appa- 
ratuses, “which r-ovides that the 
crew of the disabled submarine es- 
cape entirely independent of special 
lifting or salvage appliances.”

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DICTATOR CALLS — 
AUSTRIAN TROOPS 
Io BAGK HIM UP 


Truckloads of Soldiers Enter 
Vienna, While Diet, 
Shelved, Argues for Its 
Rights. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, March 9.—Truckloads 
of soldiers with fixed bayonets 
rumbled into Vienna in the direc- 
tion of the Parliament building this 
evening, while the Diet, shelved 
when Chancellor Dollfuss assumed 
dictatorial powers, argued doggedly 
for its existence. 

While the Diet debated the Doll- 
fuss Government had mobilized the 
army and moved troops into the 
capital. 

The mobilization order was issued 
shortly after the Government had 
forbidden 73 meetings of the Social- 
ist party which had been called in 
defiance of a decree issued yester- 
day outlawing all political gather- 
ings. 

The entire police force, including 
the clerical staff, also was ordered 
to stand by. 

Alfred Frauenfeld, leader of the 
Austrian National Socialists, said 
his party was highly gratified at the 
assumption of dictatorial powers by 
Chancellor Dollfuss. 

“We are glad to see something 
started at last,” the National So- 
cialist leader said. Whatever 
may be the motive of the Govern- 
ment’s action, it is certain to help 
us—for it means that things finally 
have begun to move.” 

One of the forces that influenced 
Chancellor Dollfuss to take over 
dictatorial powers on the invitation 
of President Miklas is thought to 
have been the rising tide of Na- 
tional Socialist sentiment. There 
have been enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions throughout Austria celebrat- 
ing the Hitler victory in Germany, 
and Frauenfeld had threatened to 
seek power by force unless these 
were permitted. 

Appeal to Workers. 

A threat of civil war was made 
last night by the Social Democratic 
party which issued an appeal to all 
workers and Republicans, warning 
them to prepare to defend the Con- 
stitution. 

The manifesto said: “If we do not 
defend ourse!ves while there is still 
time, we will toboggan into Fascism 
and into compicte outlawry along 
with our brothérs in Germany. 

“Our party will first employ all 
constitutional means to ward off the 
lust of the Government and other 
parties for a dictatorship. 

“As long as these means still can 
be employed, we call upon you to 
preserve the strictest discipline and 
give the enemy no pretext for sup- 
pressive measures. 7 

“However, should it prove impos- 
sible quickly to regain the parlia- 
mentary background, you your- 
selves will have to defend the Con- 


forbidding assemblages and limit-| 
ing the freedom of the press would 
result in suppression of the Nation- 
al Socialist movement.

When this time arrived, never in my 
40 years of fishing have I witnessed such 


shore without a second to battle for their 
freedom, and in less than 30 minutes, as 
if by magic, the fish stopped biting. I 
asked a native the cause, and he said, 
“Well, they ain’t no more to bite.” 

Thus it dawned on me that the 1000 
trout liberated the evening before had 
gone the fish hog route, with the excep- 
tion of the few that were hooked and 
got away. And these are what are left 
the rest of the season for our real sports 
men to enjoy. 

I drove 400 miles to enjoy this day’s 
fishing, but could not participate in such 
a slaughter. Therefore, after the scram- 
ble, I fished the same pool 10 hours to 
catch two rainbows of less than one 
pound each, yet I enjoyed the fight these 
little fellows put up when given an equal 
chance. ‘ 

And they call this stocking our 
streams. If they would liberate these 
fish a few weeks before open season, they 
would spread out and seek their own 
food, and not become such an easy prey 
to 1200 fishermen in 30 minutes’ time. 

I fish nearly every stream and lake in 
the State, and see enough each season 
to make the lovers of Izaak Walton 
weep for the poor widow’s son, if they 
get what I mean.

Joseph Q. Murphy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Y brother, Joseph Q. Murphy, never 
laid any claim to the authorship of 
“Casey at the Bat,” as you charge in an 
editorial of March 4. It was written be- 
fore his time, and while he deeply ap- 
preciated it, with the rest of the world, 
it would be absurd to say that he made 
the least claim to its authorship. 

Joseph Q. Murphy was a contributor 
for years to the St. Louis Star when it 
was under the management of Mr. Mag- 
ner. He achieved a transitory fame 
through his “Battle of Dundee,” which 
sold out three editions of the Star. 

The impression that he wrote “Casey 
at the Bat” comes from the fact that 
upon the publication of “The Battle of 
Dundee” many newspapers stated that it 
was equal to “Casey at the Bat.” At his 
death, the same opinion was stated in 
local papers and pefiodicals throughout 
the country. 

Your misstatement is a reflection upon 
the just and honored dead, and an in- 


mittee, thinks it injudicious to report in the Senate 
a proposal twice defeated in the House. What soph- 
istry that is! Any time is a good time to bring 
up a matter of great public concern. What Senator 
Casey proposes is that the most critical issue now 
before the Legislature shall be decided on pdints.

Why not be honest and upright about 
it? 

The Governor has given the bill only lip service. 
If he were for it, as he has said he is, he would 
have laid about him with the pogamoggan of power 
until the thing went over with a rush. If we do him 
an injustice, or if we do the Senator from Kansas 
City an injustice, let them put the bill up to the 
Legislature. kt is unfair to charge the Senate with 
responsibility for its defeat when the Senate has not 
been given a chance to vote. 

A comparable situation arose in the Senate in 1929 
when bills amending the small loans law were ar- 
bitrarily held in the Committee on Criminal Juris- 
prudence by its chairman, Senator Carter Buford. 
A young Senator from Cape Girardeau, Russell L. 
Dearmont, pitted his strength against Buford and 
the Old Guard group with which Buford was allied. 
He first obtained a favorable vote from Buford’s own 
committee, and, when the chairman still persisted in 
withholding the bill, Dearmont offered a motion 
seeking an instruction from the Senate to Buford to 
report the bill. Dearmont’s motion failed because 
of an old unwritten Senate rule. 

This, however, was merely the beginning of one of 
the most spectacular parliamentary struggles in Mis- 
souri’s history. Because of the scandalous conduct 
of Buford, when the House passed a small loans bill, 
it was referred by Lieutenant-Governor Winter to the 
Judiciary Committee instead of to Buford’s commit- 
tee. That committee placed it at the bottom of the 
calendar, where it was evidently doomed to die. 
Dearmont, undeterred by the fact that the Senate 
rarely agrees to take up a bill out of regular order, 
offered a motion to make it a special order of busi- 
ness. Against the bitter opposition of the Old Guard 
and a score of clever technical maneuvers designed 
to kill the measure, Dearmont brought the bill to 
the floor, forced a vote, which was favorable, and 
won the day. | 


What Dearmont did with the small loans bill can} 


be done with the State bar bill. On the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee are members favorable to its pas- 
sage. Will they sit supinely by while Chairman Casey 
consigns this measure to oblivion, or will they fight 
for their own convictions? In the Senate itself, there 
are many members who would vote for the bill. Is 
their interest in this great reform so passive and 
their sense of responsibility to Missouri so dull that 
they will permit it to die for want of a champion? 
Gov. Park is on record as favoring the State bar bill. 
As the head of the State Government, possessing 
enormous influence over legislation, will he limit his 
advocacy to mere lip service? 

We were told last November that the national New 
Deal was also to be applied to the State of Missouri, 
and the voters by overwhelming majorities vested 
the conduct of the State Government in the hands of 
the Democratic party. Yet, when the opportunity 
arises to apply the New Deal to the legal profession, 
the lobbyists flock to Jefferson City, there is much 
whispering in the nooks and crannies of the Capitol, 
and the new deal is forgotten. If the State bar bill 
is prevented from reaching a fair test on the floor 
of the Senate, the Democratic party will have broken 
faith with the people. 

Let the Senate vote on the State bar dill!

tablish such a precedent. The powers of government 
sre coveted in too many quarters. There is an old 
Arabian proverb which fits the case perfectly. It is, 
“Do not let the camel get its nose into the tent.” 

To give the President dictatorial powers in time 
of peace would be to confess democracy a failure. 
Moreover,. the precedent would rise to plague us 
every time the country got into trouble, every time 
the people were faced by a great issue in which Con- 
gress became too unwieldy. 

The talk of making the President a dictator should 
have the effect of making Congress realize its consti- 
tutional powers and how they can be effectively em- 
ployed. The incident in which the President has 
been given extraordinary powers to effect economy 
in the Government is very revealing. Congress itself 
felt that it was too much pulled about by lobbies and 
too much exposed to reprisals at home to vote against 
all the raids upon the Federal Treasury. Those de- 
signing minorities bear a somewhat bacteriological 
relation to Congress. If they can isolate a politica) 
germ, they can destroy it. So Congress supinely 
hands over to the White House power to make the 
cuts which Congress itself confesses its inability to 
make. . 

This is not an indictment against democracy. It 
is an indictment of that demoralization which seized 
upon the country after the World War. We are go- 
ing through now very much what the people of the 
United States went through after the Civil War. The 
Government was corrupt. The people were demoral- 
ized. Congress was weak, ineffective, futile. Every- | 
body pushed it around and pulled it about. 

We agree with Senator Borah that the President 
should never be a dictator in time of peace. It is 
not our political system that has been at fault. We 
are at fault. We have no doubt that President Roose- 
velt would do his utmost to avoid abuse of dicta- 
torial powers; but we also know history. We know 
how dangerous power is, how lightly granted, how 
easily abused. , 
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ALL THE POWER HE NEEDS. 


In 1876 the elder Huxley visited the United 
States. Amazed by what he saw, he said: 


You are making a novel experiment in politics 
on the greatest scale which the world has yet 
seen. Forty millions at your first centenary, it. 
is reasonably to be expected that at the second 
these states will be occupied by 200 mil 
lions of English-speaking people, spread over an 
area as large as that of Europe, and with cli- 
mates and interests as diverse as those of Spain 
and Scandinavia, England and Russia. You and 
your descendants have to ascertain whether this 
great mass will hold together under the form of 
a republic, and the despotic reality of universal 
suffrage; whether states’ rights will hold out 
against centralization, without separation: 
whether shifting corruption is better than a per- 
manent bureaucracy; and as population thickens 
in your great cities and the pressure of want is 
felt, the gaunt specter of pauperism will stalk 
among you, and socialism and communism will 
claim to be heard. 

Putting a dictator over the people of Spain cost 
Alfonso his throne. How do those who would give 
the President dictatorial powers know that by so do- 
ing they would not destroy the Republic? 

The President has all the power he needs. He has 
only to be the kind of President that Theodore Roose- 
velt was. He does not need to be a dictator, and he 
could only become one by scrapping the Constitution 


which in taking his oath he swore to uphold. 
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A VICTORY FOR MAJORITY RULE. 

The utility consumers in Missouri won a victory 
when the lower house of the Legislature voted to- 
override the adverse report of the Private Corpora- 
tions Committee on the bill of Representative Maxey 
to prevent public utility companies from selling ap- 
pliances. This proposed law, as we have pointed 
out, strikes at the evil of allowing a State-authorized 
monopoly to undersell independent dealers in appli- 
ances and then to charge losses incurred to operat- 
ing expenses, an element in rate-making. 

Vigorously opposed by the utility companies, the 
Maxey bill was voted down by the committee, Feb. 
24. This did not convince its sponsor that the 
sentiment of the House was against his bill. Ac 
cordingly, he moved that the bill be placed on the

Now, beginning with the banking holidays 
in New Orleans, which were followed by the 
holiday in Michigan, huge masses of people 
began to try to convert their deposits into 
currency and, to a lesser but very important 
extent, into gold. It is obviously impossible 
to convert 46 billions of deposits into cur- 
rency and gold. To have converted 46 bil- 
lions into currency With each dollar backed 
by the 40 cents in gold specified by law 
would have required nearly twice as much 
gold as exists in the whole world. To have 
converted all the currency into pure god 
would have required perhaps five times the 
amount of gold that mankind possesses.

Our immediate objectives, then, are to 
make it impossible to hoard gold, which 
means remaining off the gold standard for 
the time being; to protect the currency, 
which means protecting the credit of the 
Government and the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem; to restore confidence in the banks, 
which means reopening them in such a way 
as to provide complete certainty that in so 
far as any bank is open at all it is absolute- 
ly sound to the degree that it is open. 


Of these three objectives, the simplest to 
attain is the one concerning gold. The sus- 
pension of gold payments, which is now in 
effect, puts an end to further hoarding. It 
would be folly, I should suppose, to resume 
payments until the domestic panic has com- 
pletely subsided and until there is interna- 
tional agreement on the working of the gold 
standard. . 

Since Britain suspended, the gold standard 
has not been working, anyway. Its chief 
function has been to make it easy for in- 
ternational speculators and domestic hoard- 
ers to provoke crises in one financial center 
after another. Since the summer of 1931, 
they have been moving funds from Berlin 
to London, from Landon to New York and 
Paris, from New York back to Paris, Am- 
sterdam, Zurich, etc. This has done no one 
any good, arid, by staying off the interna- 
tional gold standard for the time being, we 


a workable international standard. 
As for the banks, without attempting to 
suggesting ways and means, the principle 


currency is the control of Government & 
penditures. It is an uncontrollable deficit 
which produces uncontrollable inflation. For 
when the deficit is believed to be out of 
control, the Government cannot borrow and 
must resort to the printing press. That is 
the under'ying cause of every inflation 
which has destroyed a currency. 

Now it would be an illusion to suppos 
that the Federal Government can immed: 
ately bring its budget into balance under 
present conditions. With business at 4 
standstill, with the necessity for relief, th 


‘| Government cannot expect to make incom 


and outgo balance at once. But what it can 
do is to prove that it has a program which 
will, at a reasonably definte time, bring the 
budget into balance. That proof can de 
given by cutting those Government expend: 
tures, particularly for veterans uninjured in 
the war, which are unnecessary, cruelly & 
travagant and utterly unjust. 

A drastic reduction of the veterans & 
penditures and of other useless Federal sub- 
sidies will, I believe, restore the Gover 
ment’s credit. For such a reduction will not 
only save several hundred million dollar 
but will convince the American people th 
the administration is master of the situs 
tion. If they can believe that, they will 
stand by the dollar and they will lend thei? 
money to the Government. 

The restoration of the Government's credit 
will react favorably at once upon the banks 
For let us not forget that about 85 per cent 
of the earning assets of the Reserve bank! 
today is in Government securities, and 
that about 60 per cent of the whole Govert 
ment debt is held by the banks as assets 
against the deposits of their customers. The 
Government must protect its credit, not only 
for its own sake, but for the sake of the 
banks which own so much of its debt and 


are now under its control. The way to pre 


tect its credit is to prove that no body of

War with Japan is more than 
likely if the United States will not 
take the risk of enforcing peace, 
Upton Close (Joseph Washington

He declared it “impossible” for 
the United States to let China fall un- 
der the dominance of any one na- 
tion, The United States had held 
that position since Jefferson, he 
said, had halted England in China 
with the “open door policy in the 
nineties, and had been regarded by 
Japan as its only obstacle. 

As a practical measure he ad- 
vocated immediate recognition of 
Russia, as did Louis Fischer, Rus- 
sian correspondent of the Balti- 
more Sun, and for the same pur- 
pose, in a lecture Sunday evening 
at the T. M. H. A. Close said he 
understood President Roosevelt 
planned quiet“ recognition early 
in the special session, and that 
former Gov. Philip F. La Follette 
of Wisconsin was under considera- 
tion for Ambassador. 

Close interpreted Russia’s reply 
to the League of Nations, pointing 
out that 13 of the 22 consultants 
on the Far East had no relations 
with Russia, as a tacit bid for rec- 
ognition, and declared that with- 
out it Russia would “complete se- 
cret negotiations” to back Japan. 

Discussing the Far Eastern crisis 
and the American depression of 
plenty as effects of the same force

IRST. Lacking a five-card suit, 
F you can make only invitational 
trumps. 


responses in terms of no 
Three no trumps, when 
you have notal- 
ready passed, in- 
vites a slam by 
virtue of high 
cards without 
suit length. Re- 
quirements — 
three tricks plus 
intermediates in- 
cluding either 
two aces or one 
ace and one king- 
queen holding. 
With almost four 
tricks, you can 
make the invita- 
tion stronger by 
bidding four no trumps, which 
partner can raise to six if able to 
confirm the unqualified soundness 
of his opening bid. With four pri- 
mary tricks, plus about a jack for 
margin, responder can ysually name 
every high card which constituted 
his partner’s opening bid.

There are special soaps on the 
market which produce a rich 
lather and are easily rinsed away. 
Then there are ready-prepared 
softeners in the form of bath salts, 
crystals and powders. 
Some authorities recommend a 
pinch of borax in the water to 
soften it. But borax extracts oll 
from skin and scalp and therefore 
should not be used too frequently. 
The only time I recommend it is 
to cut the oil in excessively oily 
scalp and hair. The same objec- 
tion applies to ordinary washing 
soda. While it is a good water 
softener, it tends to make the skin 
dry and rough if uséd frequently 
or generously. 
To my mind the meals are by 
far the finest home-made water 
softeners. They soften the skin 


a gallon of water for half an hour 
Makes a splendid softener. Strain 
and add just enough of the solu- 
tion to make the water a milky 
color. This may be used for body, 
face and hair.

Anemia and Nervous 
Disorders 


HE symptomatic cure of perni- 
T cious anemia by the adminis- 

tration of liver extract repre- 
sents the greatest advance in medi- 
cine in recent years. 

By means of this treatment which 
has been much elaborated since it 
was first discovered a hitherto fatal 
disease has been conquered and 
those afflicted with it have been 
returned to active life to carry to 
the full their various occupations. 


But, remarkable as this advance 
has proved, in and by itself, it ts 
even more so because of what has 
followed in its wake. Our experi- 
ence in the treatment of pernicious 
anemia has given us insight into 
other anemia conditions. 

The relationship of the normal 
secretion of hydrochloric acid in 
the gastric juice of the stemach to 
the pfoper function of the blood- 
producing systems in the body, has 
been an additional contribution 
to our knowledge of anemia. 

The more effective use of iron, 
by itself or in combination with 
copper, in the treatment of certain 


anemias, can also be credited to 


our intensified interest and better 
understanding of pernicious ane- 
mia. 

Still more recently, attention has 
been drawn to the relationship of 
certain nervous disorders to anemia 
and their possible control by the in- 
tensive administration of iron ther- 
apy. 

Nervous disturbances are quite 
frequently associated with anemia. 

Patients at times complain of 
numbness and of “pins and needles” 
in both hands and feet, weakness, 
tremors, and sensory disturbances. 

Apparently, in such cases there 
is a basic underlying disturbance 
in the nutrition of the patient, the 
outstanding clinical symptom of 
which is the anemia, but which also 
aff>cts the cellular elements of the 
nervous system. 

The cure of anemia by the use 
of liver, or by the administration 
of iron compounds, or by both ap- 
pears to affect the underlying nu- 
tritional disturbance and also reme- 
dies, to an extent at least, the asso- 
ciated nervous disturbances.

A woman needs only to 
get out her tools and put them to 
work.

The wonders of mechanical re- 
frigeration, washers that clean the 
clothes and do everything but hang 
them up without any human as- 
sistance, and stoves that cook with- 
out any fuel have become common- 
place by comparison with the new 
engineering gadgets performing 
what once were considered sim- 
ple but menial tasks. 

What chance has a potato to 
get boiled with its skin on when 
there is a potato peeler which grabs 
it by one eye, snatches off its cov- 
ering and crimps its naked surface 
in the twinkling of an eye? How 
can an egg get hard-boiled when 
there is a little man with a ther- 
mometer in his hand sitting in the 
pan beside it, marking time until 
the three-minute stage has been 
reached? 

Everything moves with the pre- 
cision of perfection in the kitchen 
equipped with these little engi- 
neers of home-making industry. 
Gone are the days when tomatoes 
were cut in slices ranging from a 
sliver to an inch in thickness; when 
a tough steak was hackled with 
the butcher knife; when shells got 
into the cup with the soft-boiled 
eggs. 

This new fad for tricky modern 
tools not only has revolutionized 
the kitchen but it is putting new 
life into the housefurnishings de- 
partments of the stores. If you go 
into these departments the first 
thing that attracts the eye is a big 
display heralding new inventions. 
All of the stores that have opened 
these special sections call them 
“Gadget Sections.” There are so 
many different articles repre- 
sented and some of them are so 


small that the word “gadget” 
seems to be the only one which 
includes them all. 
s * * 
HE tendency is to place these 
T rover items on display on up- 
right panels and label each 
one. This enables a customer to 
browse around at leisure and study 
each newcomer, learning its name 
and use without the assistance of 
a saleswoman who doesn't always 
know the identity of each herself. 
Efficiency is the motto of most 


of these devices although a few 
add frills. The salad scissors fall 
within the first-named class. These 
are made of .chromium finished 
metal. They have a scissors hand!e 
with one end shaped like a spoon 
and the other like a fork. Each 
section comes apart so that they 
may be used separately. Salad 
mixers now can perform miracles 
at the table without getting most 
of the lettuce on the floor. 

A similar looking article is the 
pie server as it also has a scissors 
handle. The server not only pro- 
vides a scoop for getting hold of a 
piece of pie but a clamp to hold 
the piece on the scoop. Many a 
dinner has been ruined because the 
pie reached the tablecloth instead 
of the plate. This pie server elim- 
inates all such catastrophes. 

Another fascinating gadget is the 
noodle-maker. It is so tricky you'll 
have to see it work in order to be- 
lieve in its science. The dough is 
placed in a covered container with 
holes in the bottom and the con- 
tainer is plunged into hot water. 
Due to the way this amazing crea- 
tion was designed the dough comes 
out as noodles. 

An egg slicer which as its name 
indicates gives hard-boiled eggs a 
smooth appearance; a little wire 
scoop to be used for separating 
eggs, or for whipping potatoes; an 
orange peeler to deprive this fruit 
of its peeling in one operation; a 
corn slitter to do things with corn
